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The State of Ireland. 


The deliberations of the Irish Conven- 
tion are known to have reached a critical 
stage; but we cannot think that a con- 
spiracy of silence concerning the present 
state of Ireland will help them. On 
the contrary, we believe that such 
silence must injure the Convention's 
prospects of success by encouraging the 
persons and influences that are working for 
its failure. It is simple truth that, if the 
times were normal—if there were no war 
and no Convention—the present state of 
Ireland would be the subject of debates 
in Parliament and would be engaging the 
attention of the newspapers of the whole 
Kingdom. The lawlessness which prevails 
in this country today has not been 
equalled, in its impunity and its audacity, 
during the last thirty years. There are 
districts in the South and West where life 
and property seem to be utterly at the 
mercy of any body of persons who choose 
to threaten the one or to pillage the other. 
We have glanced at the Giles of this 
newspaper for December, 1917, and 
January, 1918. During the two months 
we have recorded not lesé than sixteen 
serious outrages upon life and property. 
In the majority of cases they took the

In 
a raid for arms at Nenagh, on January 
Qnd, a brave old man was done foully to 
death.

This last form of crime, new in 
the experience of the present generation,

must surely inspire with the gravest con- 
cern all who care for the peace of Ireland. 
We wish to be strictly moderate in our 
comments on this situation, and we write 
with no political a@rritre pensét, The 
present lawlessness is an argument for, 
rather than against, any political settle- 
ment which would contain some promise 
of good and reasonably firm government in 
Ireland. Indeed, the condition of Ireland 
to-day is a convincing condemnation of the 
sort of government which has afflicted us 
during the last ten years. We have a 
right to know, however, how long this state 
of affairs is to continue, and what the Irish 
Executive thinks about it and proposes to 
do about it. Two facts are indisputable. 
One is that such outrages as raids for 
arms are numerous and increasing, and 
that up to the present at least ninety per 
cent. of them have been committed with 
impunity. The other fact is that, from 
the physical point of view, the “ forces of 
law and order” in Ireland have seldom 
been stronger than they are today. We 
have an admirable police, which certainly 
has lost nohe of its spirit and efficiency 
under its new command. The Marquis of 
Lansdowne stated recently in the House 
of Lords that not less than 50,000 British 
troops are now quartered in Ireland. In 
the circumstances only one conclusion is 
possible—that the Irish Executive, having 
large means of enforcing the law at its 
disposal, is abstaining from the effective 
use of those means. The only possible 
motive for this course is a belief that 
the enforcement of the law would injure 
the prospects of the Convention. We urge 
the Executive to try to realise that, how- 
ever worthy its purpose may be, the belief 
that impunity for disorder can help the Con- 
vention is very foolish, and, if maintained, 
may do irreparable harm. We shall not 
insist now that the Executive's first duty 
is the enforcement of law at all times and 
in all circumstances: we have pleaded that 
argument a hundred times in recent years 
with results that do not encourage its repe- 
tition. We think that the Irish Govern- 
ment is holding its hand to-day for ex- 
pediency's sake alone, and on that ground 
alone, therefore, we ask it to reconsider its 
policy without delay. It is our conviction, 
as sincere sympathisers with the Conven- 
tion's efforts, that the growth of lawless-

has been preceded by the visit of 
Orlando, the Italien Premier, 
Britain Mr. Lievd George and Si 
Oriands, i 
full exchange of views on 
and aims, and Signor Orlando also met the 
Southern Slav leaders in London. The 
questions required discussion be- 
tween the British and Italian Governments 
fall under three heads—military, economic, 
and political. Of these three the question 
of the co-operation of the British and 
French forces with the Italian Armies on 
the Piave line is, perhaps, the least im- 
portant. Incomparably the most important 
is the economic question. The whole 
problem of Italy's resistance, it is not too 
much to say, depends on the supply of 
wheat and coal, Italy is self-supporting 
in respect neither of food nor of fuel, 
and at this moment her food problem 
is acute. Rations of farinaceous food 
have been: reduced to half the amount 
consumed before the war. Italy's needs 
for more coal and more food to meet 
her barest necessities of existence are 
urgent, and Great Britain must be chiefly 
concerned in providing the tonnage to 
supply them. The political question which 
Signor Orlando has been discussing with 
Mr. Lioyd George, and with the Southern 
Slav leaders, is of a more delicate 
character. It arises out of the recent 
definition of war aims by President Wilson 
and Mr. Lloyd George. Their language in 
connection with Italy was almost identical. 
President Wilson required that “a re. 
adjustment of the frontier of Italy should 
be effected along clearly recognisable lines 
of nationality." Mr. Lioyd George de- 
clared that “we regard as vital the satis- 
faction of the legitimate claims of the 
Italians for union with those of their own 
race and tongue.’ In some quarters in 
Italy these declarations have been regarded 
as insufficient. The Giornale d'Italia, 
which is the reputed organ of Baron 
Sonnino, the Foreign Minister, urged that, 
apart from the satisfaction of “ irre 
dentist’ claims, Italy required also “the 
realisation of new conditiens in regard to 
the land frontiers and to a position on 
the Adriatic which can alone give Italy 
safe and independent life.” The Allied 
treaty with Italy on her entrance into the 
war, since published, assigned to her dis- 
tricts on the eastern side of the Adriatic 
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Southern Slay leaders, as well as with Mr. 
Lloyd George, is important for the reason 
that the security of the Adriatic is a ques- 
tion which clearly concerns Italy and the 
Adriatic Slavs alike. Its settlement no 
less clearly depends on the character of 
the general ‘settlement. If Austria- 
Hungary is to remain a militarist Empire, 
Italy has no option but to claim hostages 
for its good behaviour. 
hand, the eastern shore of the Adriatic is 
held by Southern Slavs enjoying autonomy 
within a democratic State, the interests of 
Italy and the Southern Slavs will be 
readily capable of accommodation. 


Lighting Restrictions. 

In Ireland we are about to have a modified 
experience of conditions with which many 
cities and towns in other parts of the 
kingdom and on the Continent have been 
familiar since the beginning of the war. 
After February 10th lights within a cer- 
tain distance from the sea or navigable 
river, bay, lough, or estuary must be 
screened from half an hour after sunset. 
This order strikes home to Dul®Sin. It 
means that along our populous coast any 
light, public or private, which is within five 
‘miles from the sea or from any consider- 
able arm of the sea, must be obscured at 


the ordered time—if it is visible from the 


sea, estuary, lough, or river. Apparently, 
the onus will be on the business man, 
public body, or householder to discover 
whether such visibility exists. We gather 
from the terms of the Order that all 
windows which have an uninterrupted view 
over the sea must be darkened within thirty 
minutes after the sun sets. The power- 
ful electric arc lights of Dublin must be 
obscured so as to prevent an illumination 
in the sky. No doubt, this result will 
be achieved, as in London, by the blacken- 
ing of the tops, which will cause the light 
to shine downwards. Lights on motor- 
cars, trains, and omnibuses which are 
visible at a distance of over two miles 
come under the ban, but railway working 
lights, signals, and navigation lights are 
excluded. We must endure this new re- 
sponsibijity with a good grace, for we may 


be quite sure that the Naval authorities

THE SELF.DETERMINATION OF ULSTER, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—Mr. McDopnell's letter in criticism of 
my “analogy raises so many controversial 
issues that it is obviously impossible for me to 
deal with them all. Some, indeed, are deali 
with by implication in my letter published by 
you on the same date, while others are inspired 
by the logic of the emotions, which excludes 
argument. There are one or two, however, on 
which I should be obliged if- you would allow 
me to comment. 

Mr. McDonnell assumes that any analogy be- 
tween the United States and the United King- 
dom is false, owing to the greater purity of the 
methods by ‘which the American Union was 
established. He says, or implies, that the 
United States consists entirely of “free and 
independent’ commonwealths, which entered 
ihe Union willingly. This is not the case, Even 
of the thirteen original States some only 
entered the Union reluctantly, and after long 
hesitation; and who ehall say exectly by what 
methods their reluctance was overcome? 
Massachusetts, for instance, only accepted the 
Federal Constitution by a small majority, after 
the agó gs” of a somewhat serious armed 
rising n certain very important later cares 
the principle of * self-determination ” was 
frankly abandoned. The Vast district oí 
Louisiana was bought in 1803 from Napoleon, 
who had no right to sell. West Florida was
